anyone would" Governor Roosevelt 
replied. Then with a smile he added: 


"What would you expect 
him to 


say?" 


Party Notables Present 


In silk hat and formal dress, Gov- 


ernor Roosevelt 
arrived 
at the 


church early, accompanied only by 
his bodyguard. A few minutes later 
former Governor Smith marched in 
with the other Tammany leaders. 
They had paraded on foot from Tam- 
many hall a few blocks away. 


Governor Roosevelt was ushered 


to a seat in the front pew. Former 
Governor Smith 
sat a couple of 


rows behind him, over 
at the left. 


With Smith 
was Mayor 
Walker, 


John Li. Curry, leader of Tammany 
hall, Lieut. Gov. 
Herbert H. Leh- 


man, 
and Attorney General John J. 


Bennett. Farther back in the ranks 
of the Tammany 
leaders 
were 


James A. Farley, Democratic state 
chairman and Roosevelt's unofficial 
campaign manager. 


While Roosevelt remained seated, 


the Tammany leaders after the ser- 
vices filed past the 
casket to bid 


their last farewell to their 102-year- 
old great grand sachem. 
As they 


continued on out of the church they 
passed directly by Governor Roose- 
velt. 


Mayor "Walker, leading the pro- 


cession, marched out of the church 
without looking down at the govern- 
or at. all. He was followed by Curry 
who stopped and shook hands with 
Roosevelt. Next came Colonel Leh- 
man, 
and he also stopped. 


Smith followed and 
as 
he ap- 


proached 
the governor 
a smile 


spread itself over his features. 
He 


stopped, bent and laid bis hand on 
the governor's arm. The whispered 
interchange followed. 


Many among the Tammany chief- 


tains who followed stopped to greet

IS FOUND MURDERED 


Body of Child Missing Since 


Wednesday Found in Va- 
cant House 


PHadelphia—(/F)—The body of 
7- 


year-old Dorothy Lufcs, who disap- 
peared from her home last Wednes- 
day, was found by. police today in a 
vacant house in north Philadelphia, 
a few doors from her home. Police 
said there was evidence the 
child 


had been attacked before she was 
killed. 


The body was found several hours 


after police and firemen began 
a 


door-to-door inquiry in the 
search 


for some clew to the child's where- 
abouts. 


The girl was last seen 
by 
her 


mother, Mrs. Florence Lutz, ~ when 
she left the house to play. Several 
reports were received that a child 
answering her description has been 
seen talking to men on the streets 
some distance from her home, but 
investigation failed to reveal 
any 


workable clew along these lines. 


Mrs. Lutz Is a widow 
of 
three 


weeks. She recently moved to her 
present home on North American-st 
from 
another section of Philadel- 


phia and her father took up 
resi- 
dence with her. 


The body was found in the cellar 


of the vacant house. 
The 
child's 


mother, who had never given 
up 


hope that the girl would be found 
alive, collapsed when told of/the dis- 
covery.

Shortly after the finding a suspect 
was arrested. 


The body was left as it was until 


fingerprint 
experts arrived 
and 


made a close examination 
of the 


girl's torn clothing. 
Later it was 


taken to the morgue, where the cor- 
oner's physician was to perform an 
autopsy.

England's Spokesman Holds 


Heavy Armaments Not 


Needed for Security

Geneva —UP)—Great Britain and 


France clashed 
pointedly at 
the 


world disarmament conference to- 
day over two 
distinctly seperate 


theories about abolishing war. 


Sir John Simon, British spokes- 


man presented Great Britain's plan 
for disarmament, Including abolition 
of submarines and gas and chemical 
warfare, at the same time sharply 
criticizing the proposal of France 
for arming the league of nations. 


"That the peace of the world Is 


to be secured by preparing for war," 
he said, "is no longer believed by 
anybody, for recent history mani- 
festly disproves It." Sir John also 
insisted that the scope of the pro- 
posals discussed be kept within the 
field of the disarmament convention, 
drawn up before hand. He declared 
the British proposals remained with- 
in this field. 


Andre Tardieu, French minister 


of war and head of the French dele- 
gation, who proposed the French 
armament plan last week, declared 
that until the league is armed there 
can be no peace in the world. 
He 


spoke 
immediately 
following 
Sir 


John. He denied a suggestion that 
the French 
plan was "merely 
a 
maneuver." 


The conference must work entire- 


ly within the terms of the league 
covenant, he said, and the nations 
must be ready to join France in giv- 
ing mutual pledges of 
assistance 


against aggressors before a real re- 
duction of armaments can be real- 
ized. 


Won't "Remap World" 


"We are not met here to remake 


the map of the world," he warned 
in words which had a special refer- 
ence to Germany and her defeated 
allies.

"guns," got his load of lead In a 
telephone booth at 12.45 a. m. today. 


A machine gunner chopped him 


down coolly and deliberately In a W. 
33rd-st drug store. 


A single slug tore away the nose 


the 24-year-old hoodlum so often had 
turned 
up at 
his 
deadly rival, 


"Dutch" Schultz, and the Schultz 
beer-peddling 
domination in 
the 


Bronx. A line of lead, moving like 
a sabre, cut through the flashy coat 
and vest, and Into his chest. 


No murder more carefully plan- 


ned has been done in New York in 
years. 
The killer entered the little drug- 


store as Coll (recently acquitted of 
the "baby murder" charge growing 
out of the Michael Vengalli slaying 
last summer) stood In a phone booth 
at the rear. Several customers were 
in the place. 


Seated at an ice cream table near 


the phone booth was 
Coil's body- 


guard. 
The killer, a sub machine 


gun slung carelessly under his right 
arm, moved slowly toward the rear 
of the store. 


He said- 
"Everybody keep cool. 


Keep calm. This am't no stlckup. 
You won't get hurt." 


He shuffled steadily toward

booth — one of three at the rear of 
the store — in -which Coll was

grossed in his phone call. 


Bodyguard Escapes 


Coil's bodyguard 
arose (quietly 


from his table, circled noiselessly 
but of the range, and slipped through 
the door, to the street. The killer 
paid him no heed. Standing within 
a few feet of the phone booth, the 
man lifted the barrel of the machine 
gun, rested it carefully on his left 
arm and pulled the trigger. 


It was seconds only for those who 


saw it — and eternity

Coll. His body slid down, almost

booth near the floor. 


The slayer backed out of

store. A companion, armed with a 
machine gun, was awaiting him 
there at the door of a sedan at the 
•wheel of whlcn -was a third man. 
They drove away, going west

under threat of being slain. 


How He "Collected" 


"He would send word in to a vic- 


tim," police said, "that 
he was

was 


enough to produce the money, no 
questions asked." 


Coll was 
unarmed. 
Police ex- 


plained that he probably was start- 
ing out on a round of night clubs.

are certain, was a traitor, becoming

A mirror can do many things for 


a room that it deserves careful con- 
sideration in the furnishing of the 
home, believes Miss Elizabeth John- 
son of the home economics related 
arts department at the University of 
Wisconsin. 


"In a living room that is too 


square to be interesting, either the 
length or the width of the room can 
be extended by skillful 
placing of 


mirrors. Rather large mirrors are 
more effective for this than small 
ones, of course. 


"A mirror may also be used to 


repeat the beauty of some choice 
and lovely hanging on one wall of 
your living room and bring its 
beauty across the room. 


"In hanging mirrors in living and 


dining rooms, try to arrange them 
so that a person never needs to 
sit and face one directly. A mirror 
in a hall so that you may glance at 
yourself just before going out may 
prove to be a very agreeable thing, 
but in a living room when you are 
conversing with other people, your 
own reflection constantly staring at 
you is usually diverting if not ac- 
tually embarrassing. 


"The question of light is an im- 


portant consideration in the placing 
of mirrors in bedrooms. Since the

10 per cent, staggering employment 
wherever possible to make room for 
an additional man. 


3. Employers secure help through 


the city employment office. 


4. Public utilities and 
railroads 


maintain steady employment during 
winter months. 


5. People with idle money to in- 


vest cooperate -with banks and build- 
ing and loans associations to help 
provide funds for constructon of new 
homes. 


6. Bring about a modernization 


plan in homes and buildings. 


7. Adopt the man-a-block scheme 


of employment. 


8. Promote necessary public works 


projects. 


9. Cooperate in all phases of the 


above named programs.

phasis by the Alabama Public ser-

"public utilities cannot be subjected 
to the sharp price fluctuations -which 
are incident to private business." 


The Indiana Public Service com- 


mission recently took another view 
of the matter and issued an inter- 
locutory order to the Indiana Gener- 
al Service Co. for a 29 per cent re- 
duction in electric rates in the city 
of Marion. 
The commission stated 


that it took judicial notice of the 
economic depression and the "start- 
ling- decline" in the prices of ma- 
terial and labor entering into the 
construction of electric plants. 


Make Appeal 


The Indiana 
utility, 
however, 


prompty appealed, to 
the 
federal 


court, alleging the new rates were 
confiscatory, and a temporary in- 
junction -was issued. The commis- 
sion has retaliated by ordering an 
investigation of the rates in 20 oth- 
er municipalities served by the util- 
ity. 


The Oklahoma Corporation com-

"In the case of regulated utilities," 


said the Alabama commission, "the 
regulation of rates and control of 
return is exercised to the end that 
rates at all times be maintained at 
a reasonable level. 


"Were the utilities unregulated, 


as is true of private enterprises, if 
they were free during prosperous 
times to fix rates without regulators" 
control, then they could with jus- 
tice, perhaps, he subjected to the 
price fluctuations suffered by pri- 
vate business during 'economic de- 
pressions. 
If, however, they have 


3iot been permitted to earn more

duction or refusing to buy unless the 
price te satisfactory, and. If neces- 
sary, closes up shop nnd waits for 
more prosperous timrs. The public 
utility because of its obligation to 
continue to serve nnd to render ade- 
quate service is greatly limited .'is i 
to Ihe extent to which it ran tro in , 
making any such economies.

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CONSISTENCY 


In another column of this page a 


member of the board of education, 
writing in the People's Forum, raises 
a question concerning the consistency 
of the Post-Crescent in its position on 
the use of public school facilities for 
the general public in addition to their 
primary use for education of youth. 
Using excerpts from editorials print- 
ed on November 19, 1931, and on Feb- 
ruary 3, 1932, the writer attempts to 
prove that in a period of three months 
the Post-Crescent has experienced a 
"change of heart and mind" and sug- 
gests that various "influences" had a 
bearing on this alleged change. 


Our contributor's principal indict- 


ment against The Post-Crescent is 
that last November, just before the 
board of education submitted its bud- 
get to the common council for approv- 
al, this newspaper suggested the elim- 
ination of an item of $6,000 for "rec- 
reational program general 
control," 


and that last week this newspaper sug- 
gested that the. public' schools might 
find means of opening their facilities 
to unemployed of the community to the 
end that they might improve them- 
selves mentally and physically dur- 
ing their period of enforced idleness. 


While the budget report submitted 


last fall did not state this specifically 
It was understood that the item of 
$6,000 objected to was to pay a direc- 
tor of an adult education program, 
a new position to be created, and the 
salaries and expenses of other persons 
connected with the work. A relatively 
small amount was to be applied to 
heating, lighting and maintaining the 
school buildings for this program. 


The suggestion was opposed at that 


time because it seemed unwise to in- 
crease school expenditures for per- 
sonnel at a time when general re- 
trenchment was more in order. The 
program by no means contemplated 
special attention to the unemployed, 
either during or after regular school 
hours. It was designed to reach all 
persons, employed and unemployed 
alike. After conceding considerable 
merit to the plan this newspaper said 
no necessity for it existed, and that 
is its position today. 


But that did not imply that the 


schools must immediately deny those 
facilities and services which had been 
offered when there was no $6,000 rec- 
reational program-item in the budget, 
nor did it justify a flat refusal to con- 
sider whether the present school pro- 
gram might be adjusted to extend a 
measurable quantity of school service 
to unemployed who desire to use it. 
This was contemplated in the sugges- 
tions advanced in the editorial of Feb. 
3, and we stand on that. There is a 
vast difference between a "recreational 
program general control" costing $6,- 
000, largely for personnel, and a mere 
extension of public school facilities 
and services to the unemployed dur- 
ing the school year. We reiterate our 
position on both these proposals. 


The accusation by our contributor 


that "influence" determines the atti- 
tude of the Post-Crescent on public 
questions is dismissed with the simple 
rejoinder that the only "influence" up- 
on this newspaper is consideration for 
the betterment and welfare of Apple- 
ton and its people. We concede to no 
individual or board or agency a greater 
devotion to the well-being of our fel- 
low citizens, and the only "influence" 
this newspaper feels is the desire to 
be of service to- them.

ILLINOIS VOTES AN INCOME 


TAX 


Illinois has passed an income tax 


measure, a little softer in its applica- 
tion of the touch to the pocketbook 
than Wisconsin's, but the significant 
thing is that, with the organized oppo- 
sition, it was able to pass it at all. 


Depression conditions brought it 


about. It is one of the virtues of the 
depression, for the income tax system 
is a just one, despite the »fact that it 
may and has been at times abused, and 
the hard times of the day furnish the 
proof of its necessity. 


In a long editorial opposing the pas- 


sage of the measure the Chicago Trib- 
une summarizes the arguments pro and 
con. 
Proponents of the measure, it 


says, expect to decrease the burden up- 
on real estate. Continues the Tribune: 


"It will not relieve the owners of real 
estate. The income tax has not done 
so in New York, "Wisconsin, and other 
states •where real estate taxes 
have 


mounted after the income tax wag Im- 
posed." 
The Tribune is mistaken and it is 


not mistaken. Income taxes in Wis- 
consin have, of course, relieved real 
estate. They have not relieved real es- 
tate sufficiently because of one weak- 
ness in our system, that when more 
money is coming in or more sources of 
taxation are exposed to public officials, 
their tapping is often accompanied by 
such an outburst of spending that the 
relief expected too often dies away to 
a whisper. 


We do not believe, however, that 


real estate taxes in Wisconsin are to be 
compared to real estate taxes in other 
states that have no income tax. 


The Tribune continues that "the in- 


come tax is certain to drive many sub- 
stantial fortunes out of Illinois and be- 
cause people of wealth will be advised 
to take up residence in states that have 
no income tax." 


That has and it has not been the ex- 


perience in Wisconsin. Wisconsin has 
lost some people of wealth not because 
of Wisconsin laws but because, of the 
attitude of those who were in power at 
the time, their wild threats and the 
rude insolence of their refusal to even 
consider the right of those affected to 
full and fair hearings. 


People of wealth in Wisconsin who 


have carefully examined our laws, 
those of neighboring states that are 
without an income tax system and the 
conditions prevailing there, and bal- 
anced the advantages presented upon 
both sides, have determined to stay in 
the state. It is silly to think that peo- 
ple of wealth have so little sense or are 
so devoid of patriotism to their home- 
land as to flee from just obligations. 
Only when such laws are conceived in 
ignorance and brought forth in the un- 
just purpose of inflicting a perverted 
and top-heavy load upon incomes may 
they be expected to drive people else- 
where.

I announced here several months 


ago that I had a formula which is 
satisfactory in the hands of good 
doctors who give the ambulant treat- 
ment and I would gladly give the 
formula to any physician who re- 
quested It. 


Of course I meant bona fide doc- 
tors of medicine. 


I have been compelled to decline 


to give such a formula to numerous 
persons who purport to be physi- 
cians yet pretend to use no drugs. 
I have also declined to give such 
Information to numerous bona fide 
physicians who are. not in good pro- 
fessional standing. If any of these 
birds resent my refusal to serve 
them let them blame themselves for 
asking the favor. 


The ambulant treatment of hernia 


fails to give the anticipated satis- 
isfaction In perhaps the same pro- 
portion of cases as does the radical 
operation. Even so, I'd prefer to 
have a course of injections by a 
good reputable doctor—none other— 
as the better bet, if I had a hernia. 


The injections are given, as a rule 


about once a week, and various cas- 
es require from half a dozen to ten 
or fifteen injections, depending on 
the individual condition. Patients 
declare tho injections are not pain- 
ful enough to bother, and the dis- 
comfort from an injection lasts only 
a few hours at the worst. They are 
not detained from their regular work 
at any time. 


I am not yet prepared to Inform 


correspondents 
which physicians 


give the ambulant treatment of her- 
nia, but it won't be long now, for 
as I say they are acquiring the tech- 
nic one by one, and by and bye it 
will be possible for the man with a 
hernia to get cured without being 
laid up for several weeks. I am 
doing all I can to hasten this ad- 
vance, but the profession is, notori- 
ously, and perhaps wisely, skeptical 


! of all view developments, particular- 


ly when the new wrinkle is promot- 
ed by a colleague so depraved ns to 
discuss such matters In the public 
prints.

An American Interest in Canned 


- Meat 


Pleaso tell me how canned chick- 
en, whole chicken In jelly, can be 
kept on the- grocery 
shelves for 


months and still be fit to cat, while 
at home a person can keep meat only 
a few days even with refrigeration. 
I understand how smoked meats are 
preserved, but I do not understand 
how 
canned 
meats 
can keep so 


long. (Mrs 
ovitz.) 


Answer —• The canned food has 


been sterilized by thorough cooking 
or steaming, usually on two or three 
successive days. This destroys the 
bacteria or germs which are natur 
ally present in or on the food; the 
successive sterilizations are 
neces 


*ary to destroy the more resistant 
spore forms of the bacteria. These 
bacteria as Pasteur discovered, are 


the cause of spoilage, rotting, de- 
composition, putrefaction, fermenta- 
ion of food. Smoking and salting 
or pickling processes destroy such 
bacteria. So far as we know such 
canned food remains fit for hmnan 
consumption as long as the food re- 
mains palatable, 
even for many 


years. Only the vitamins of the 
fresh food, if any, are destroyed by 
the preservation process, be It cook- 
ing, smoking, pickling or just dry- 
Ing. 
Canning by vacuum process, 


as usually employed in factories to- 
day, does not destroy ths anti-scurvy 
vitamin C, and hence factory canned 
fruit or vegetable juice Is a good way 
to provide "Vitamin C for Infants. 
Home canning, in which the food is 
cooked In ordinary vessels, destroys 
most of the vitamin.

Use of School Facilities 


Editor Post-Crescent—Your editor- 


ial of February 3 under the heading 
"Employment for Idle Hands and 
Minds" shows me conclusively that 
you now have the matter of the edu- 
cation of the idle fairly well in hand. 


No doubt, Dr. Wriston and the 


Board of Trustees of Lawrence col- 
lege gave this matter very serious 
thought and consideration before an- 
nouncing such a liberal educational 
plan to the public. When a group of 
men such as Dr. Wriston and his 
board of trustees decide to throw- 
open the doors of Lawrence college 
to the unemployed, that is sufficient 
evidence for me that the plan is a 
constructive one. These men serve 
Lawrence college because they are 
Interested in education, because they 
are eager to give their time and ma- 
terial things, and they are selected 
to serve because of their Integrity. 


The members of the board of edu- 


cation of the city of Appleton also 
give freely of their time and material 
things without compensation other 
than the satisfaction that they are 
serving the people o£ the city In 
which they live. 


So much for that. Now let us dis- 


cuss your editorials of November 19, 
1931 and February 3, 1932. In the 
short time between the date of the 
above editorials you have had a com- 
plete change of both mind and heart. 
Your editorials on national and state 
affairs I know are the product of a 
great deal of thought because they 
are constructive and true to con- 
structive principles. Your editorials 
pertaining to local affairs, to my 
way of thinking, are not always 
right in their 
suggestion. • Under- 


stand me, please, I do not mean by 
that that you should aways think 
as I do for I may not always be 
right. Your editorial of November 
19, 1931 -was written, I believe, with 
too much Influence and not enough 
thought. 
Sometimes Influence re- 


garding civic matters comes to us 
over the noon luncheon at our fav- 
orite eating house •where there is 
a good deal of talking and not a 
great deal of thinking. 
I quote from your November 19 


editorial "Included in the budget of 
the board of education ending next 
June, 1932, is an item of $6,000 which 
we believe might well have been 
omitted in this period when reduced 
expense to the taxpayers is of vital 
necessity." You state further in the 
same editorial, "No new 
expense 


shou'-d be created now for public ser- 
vices however desirable they may bo, 
that are not essential to public wel- 
fare." The board of education re- 
duced Its budget -voluntarily to the 
extent of $23,862.00 before it was 


presented to the common council. 
Therefore, this additional service to 
the unemployed could have been ID* 
eluded and there still be a savins 
In the budget of $23,862 which would 
be a reduction of expense to the tax- 
payers. On November 19, 1931 you 
said in your editorial that the pro- 
gram was not essential to public wel- 
fare. 


Here I quote from your editorial 


of February 3, 1932, "That similar 
opportunities might be provided by 
making available the facilities of out" 
public schools." Let me answer 
you by saying that the facilities and 
in addition a very broad program, 
was to be available at $23,862 less 
than the previous year's budget. 


On November 19, 1931 you said 
that the program was not essential 
to public welfare; then on February 
3, 1932 you state and I will quote 
again from your editorial of that 
date, "In view of the very apparent 
need for some form of recreation for 
persons whose normal pleasure pur- 
suits have been eliminated by unem- 
ployment and the necessity for re- 
quiring additional sacrifices from all 
persons, whether In private or pub- 
lic life, it might be well for school 
authorities to reconsider their action 
and make available in a larger de- 
gree than ever before such facilities 
as the schools can 
offer." 
Why 


such a change of attitude on such an 
important question between Novem- 
ber 19, 1931 and February 3, 1932? 
My answer is—too much Influenc* 
and not enough thinking. What is 
yours? 


An executive of the Post Publish- 
ing company told me while in his 
office on February 4 that he thought 
that the schools could be opened, 
evenings for about $250 or $300 per 
year. The floor space of the public 
school buildings covers an area of 
6.8 acres, or 296,490 square feet and 
3,759,987 cubic feet to be lighted and 
heated. Only one man I know of 
has ever performed a real miracle 
when he fed the multitude with five 
loaves and two fishes. 


The board of education Is still bor- 
rowing money from Appleton banks 
to complete its fiscal year in the face 
of the fact that the mayor advises 
his council that the board of educa- 
tion has a "surplus". The common 
council by a vote of eight to four 
cut the school budget $30,000 making 
a total cut of $52,862. Further the 
common council by resolution on 
December 7, 1931 petitioned 
the 


board o£ education, not to start an 
adult recreation program. 


When the district school system 


turned over the schools to the union 
school system It was necessary to 
make a loan of $132,000 at 6 per 
cent to finish the fiscal school year. 
This loan has been cut down until 
the board is now compelled to bor- 
row only $21,500 to complete its fis- 
cal year. This reduction of loans 
was brought about by the strictest 
economy in purchasing, operating 
and educating. You stated in your 
editorial of February 3 that the im- 
mediate reaction would be that the 
council had cut the budget. You are 
right; that is at least my reaction. 


You now ask the board of educa- 
tion to open the schools to the adult 
public for recreational and 
educa- 


tional purposes and when the plan 
was proposed to the mayor and com- 
mon council back in November, 1931, 
their answer was a cut in the bud- 
get of $30,000, or a total out of $5S,- 
862. 
Further, the common council 


by resolution on December 7, 1931 
petitioned the board of education not 
to start an adult recreation program. 
Here is your answer to the board of 
education back in November, "not 
essential to public welfare," while 
on February 3 you state there is a 
very apparent need for the program. 
Now you state it is a question of 
attitude of mind, which is largely 
a matter of leadership. I say it is 
not a matter of attitude but instead 
it Is a matter of whether the board 
should increase its present Indebted- 
ness to complete its fiscal year.

Follette relief bill from the ranks of 
those formerly opposed to the "dole" 
on principle. 


Replying to critics who oppose the 


relief bill on the grounds 
that It 


t would establish a dole, Sen. LaFol- 
lette told congress: 


"I realize that attempts 
will be 


made to damn the bill in the eyes of 
Congress and of the people by call- 
ing It the dole. I have little sympa- 
thy with attempts 
to meet argu- 


ments by calling: names. 


Is Not Dole 


"But since the press associations, 


members of congress, and newspa- 
pers have seen fit to 
characterize 


the bill as a dole, 
I want to point 


out that it does not meet any of the 
specifications of a dole. 


"In the first place, the bill does 


not contemplate definite and specific 
allowances to individuals and their 
dependents. It is based entirely upon 
the traditional American manner of 
relief, namely, relief on the basis of 
need. 


"Secondly, it does not propose to 
set up a separate 
agency whereby 


the 
Federal 
Government 
will, 


through a great 
bureaucracy 
in 


"Washington, make direct payments 
in cash or in kind to individual citi- 
zens in the respective communities. 


"The bill proposes to utilize 
the 


agencies of relief—state, county and 
municipal—which are now in exist- 
ence and which are now 
cracking 


and groaning under the load they 
are attempting to carry. 


"Of course when people use the 


word 'dole,' If they mean money ap- 
propriated out of a public treasury 
for relief, my only answer Is to say 
that we now have the dole system 
an the United States to the extent of 
70 per cent of the relief which Is be- 
ing provided. It Is coming from over- 
burdened treasuries 
in the cities, 


counties, and states today."

Washington — The anti-hoarding 


campaign begun by President Hoo- 
ver "with the cooperation of 50 civic 
and fraternal organizations Is the re- 
sult of many months of discussion 
here as to the best means of bring- 
ng- back into circulation a billion or 
more dollars hidden away In safety- 
deposit vaults and in lock-boxes at 
home. 
, 


The fear from the start has been 


;hat a move giving widespread pub- 
licity to the existence of hoarding 
might by suggestion accelerate the 
very thing it had been hoped to pre- 
vent. 


Another suggestion made was that 
the people be asked to buy govern- 
ment bonds, which are now selling1 
at a discount. This was opposed on 
the ground that it would appeal to 
sensible investors who would prompt- 
ly draw down their bank balances to 
buy bonds and this in turn would di- 
minish bank deposits and result in 
the very contraction of credit which 
it has been hoped to avoid. 


So it has been a vicious circle for 


some time, with one element here 
arguing that something: ought to be 
done about hoarding and the other 
urging that the whole matter be soft- 
pedalled. 


Finally the president acceded to 


those who insisted that individual 
bankers were helpless if a depositor 
asked for his funds and that if the 
banks were possessed of an argument 
based on presidential prestige and 
patriotic service they could talk some 
of the would-be hoarders out of their 
fears. 


Anyway the movement has start- 


ed and it is a victory for the ele- 
ment which has held that publicity 
for any ill does more 
good than 


harm, and that hoarding- has been 
possible largely in the past because 
no public sentiment has been created 
to stop it. 


The administration's drive against 


hoarding is timed to coincide with 
the establishment of the reconstruc- 
tion finance corporation and an ap- 
parently expanding credit policy on 
the part of the federal reserve sys- 
tem. Both these latter pieces of ma- 
chinery can be clogged If the vol- 
ume of credit generally available is 
cut down by hoarding. Hence the vit- 
al importance of keeping money on 
deposit or using it for sound in- 
vestments. 


In the case of hoarded money used 


to purchase government bonds, the 
money goes back into circulation. In 
fact the circulation process starts no 
matter to what use money is put, 
provided it is used. Thus a person 
who fears the worst and converts 
his bank deposit into currency, tak- 
en home, is dependent after all on 
the stability 
of the 
government 


which issues that currency. 


In the case of bonds payable in 


gold, the investor has the added pro- 
tection of certificates that are num- 
bered and can be traced in case of 
theft. The presence of large quanti- 
ties of currency in homes is deplor- 
ed by police authorities, who feel 
it is a temptation to the lawless ele- 
ment to begin house-breaking in a 
community known to have much 
hoarded money. 


The problem is a perplexing one but 


now that it is out in the open, it is 
believed that with a gradual return 
of confidence hoarding- will cure it- 
self.

REDUCED BY SERUM USE 
Swine growers In many of the hog- 


producing states experienced serious 
losses from outbreaks of hog cholera 
in September, October and Novem- 
ber, 1931. An estimate made by vet- 
erinarians of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture 
Indicates 


that recent losses were about equal 
to those experienced In some sec- 
tions during the severe outbreak of 
1926, 
when the disease caused losses 


at the rate of 70 hogs In each 1,000. 


The outbreaks this year, however, 


diminished rapidly with the liberal 
use of antihog-cholera serum and the 
advent of winter. December showed 
a marked reduction in the prevalence 
of the disease, In some states the 
number of outbreaks receding almost 
50 per cent. This 1931 experience Is 
a reminder that the disease Is by 
no means • conquered, says the de- 
partment, and that constant efforts 
should be made to prevent these de- 
structive waves of hog cholera.
